[MEMORIAL DAY 
Memorial 
Day, 
or Decoration 
Day, 
was 
originally 
observed to honor soldiers killed 
in the American Civil War. Today it honors 
all those who fell in defense of the republic. 
The American practice of burying its m ili­ 
tary dead in a proper and honorable manner 
is without precedent in history except, perhaps, 
.the ancient Greek city-states which paid signal 
honors to their citizen soldiers slain in battle. 
American m ilitary burial practices may be 
partially attributed to the extraordinary con­ 
ditions once encountered by the regular m ili­ 
tary establishment on the Indian border. The 
post commanders in those days were com ­ 
pelled to bury all the dead of their garrison 
Communities. 
On April 16, 1862, Congress authorized the 
president to purchase cem etery grounds to be 
used as a national cemetery. Thus led to the 
establishment 
in 
1864 of Arlington National 
Cemetery. Between 1862 and 1870 almost 300,- 
000 Lnion dead were laid to rest in 73 national 
cem eteries. The graves of soldiers who served 
in the Confederate states 
army were sub­ 
sequently marked at public cost by a distinctive 
marble slab. 
This precedent was applied without question 
to the Spanish-American War, the Philippine 
Insurrection and the North China Expedition. 
The government further assumed another obliga­ 
tion in bringing back the dead from distant 
theatres of war. 
The return of W/orld War I remains culminated 
with the entombment of the Unknown Soldier at 
Arlington National Cemetery on November l l , 
1921. 
Of approximately 79,000 World War I fatali­ 
ties, 46,520 were shipped to the United States. 
Of 360,812 World War II fatalities, 281,857 
were recovered. Of those recovered, slightly 
more than 96% were identified. The unknown 
dead in World War ll number about 8,000. About 
171,000 bodies w ere shipped to the U. S. and 
about 
3,500 were shipped to next of kin in 
foreign countries for private burial. 
Of the 36,922 American fatalities in the Korean 
Conflict, 28,730 were returned to the U. S. Today 
the I’. S. government affords perpetual care for 
approximately 850,000 graves of its military 
dead.

AP--They keep a lonely vigil 
on a hot and dusty hill for a 
meeting with the enemy that 
may never come. 
They are the four officers and 
87 enlisted men of a 
U. S. 
Marines Hawk missile battery. 
They are learning the hard 
way that war more often is b o r­ 
ing and monotonous than dan­ 
gerous or exciting, and that the 
thing you do most in any war is 
simply to wait. 
The job they have to do is to 
knock out of the sky with their 
ground-to-air m issiles any en­ 
emy planes that threaten the 
huge Da Nang air base. 
The men have great confi­ 
dence in their weapon. In train­ 
ing for their present mission 
they found the Hawks effective iii 
bringing down drone 
aircraft 
used as targets at their base on 
Okinawa. 
"They'll knock the hell out of 
anything that can be sent against 
us over h e re ," said the battery 
commander, 
(ap t. 
Everett 
Cowley, 33, Quincy, Mass. 
The batter, whose theme song 
is "On Top of Old Ixisty," 
is emplaced on the flat peak of 
one of the highest hills In the 
Da Nang area. The road up it is 
one long riv er of hubcap-deep 
dust. 
It isn’t that wayall year round, 
however. When th** rainy s e a ­ 
son starts the road will become 
a river of mud. 
The view from the top of Hill 
327, where the long slender 
Hawk m issiles nest in their 
launchers like poised hornets, 


is hauntingly beautiful. In one 
direction stretches the watery 
waste of the South China Sea 
over which white cloud towers 
float In slow and timeless maj­ 
esty. Between the sea and the 
base of the hill lie the city of Da 
Nang and its vital air base. 
In the other direction lie a 
valley and rugged hills from 
whose green hell Marine patrols 
are tortuously and painstakingly 
flushing the 
tenacious 
Viet 
Cong. The loveliness of the hills 
hides the menace of the am ­ 
bushing enemy. 
The battery's position con­ 
ceivably is vulnerable to mortar 
attack. It is guarded by sand­ 
bags and barbed wire and 
a 
company of Marine infantry­ 
men. But the missilemen them­ 
selves also pull sentry duty, 
man outpost holes, and pile up 
more sandbag barricades. 
The heart of the battery is its 
small, well - hidden command 
central. The darkened room Ls 
air-conditioned not so much for 
the comfort of the men as to 
protect the radar and electronic 
equipment with which the m is­ 
silemen keep a day and night 
watch of the sky. 
I asked Capt. Cowley if his 
men had had many interesting 
experiences. He smiled wryly 
and said. 
"Well, once we saw a king 
cobra snake, and in six weeks 
we have plied up 50,000 sand­ 
bags. This job isn’t romantic— 
just scenic and necessary. We 
do feel that if the enemy does 
try to fly against us here we'll 
bring him down here "

Washington, D. C.:—The final 
showdown over legalizing the 
union shop throughout the U. S 
will come on the 
floor 
ot 
Congress early in July when 
the forces of two men of the 
Southwest clash with each other 
long and bitterly. 
This final conflict will come 
between Sen. John McClellan, 
who’ll marshall the "rig h t to 
work" 
forces—and President 
Johnson himself. 
The Senator from Arkansas 
.will lose, but it won't be for 
lack of trying or for lack of 
ammunition. 
The 
Senator's 
agrement 
against repeal of "14 (b)" will 
be that the unions need tighter 
not looser laws. He'll bolster 
■•this argument with public sen­ 
atorial hearings of his own com­ 
mittee into labor pension and 
welfare funds worth scores of 
hundreds of millions of dollars. 
For months now he has had 
teams of investigators probing 
small unions in New York,Chi­ 
cago and other Midwest cities. 
He lielieves he has found abuses 
in these funds, which hold any­ 
where from $3 to $15 million. 
In all there are 104,000 funds 
with a total of $75 billion grow­ 
ing at the rate of over $5 
billion a year. 
A vast 
section of Hmm fan­ 
tastic pools of cash are operated 
by management through banks 
and insurance companies. But 
thousands of the pension groups 
are in the hands of unions. 
Last year the Labor Dept, r e ­ 
ported 38 criminal violations 
of the handling of such monies 
and sent the cases over to the 
Justice Dept. 
Just what Sen. 
McClellan's 
team s have discovered few know 
because the Senator and his gen­ 
era l counsel, Je rry Adlerman, 
have been tight-lipped during 
any discussion of the inflowing 
reports. 
In a memorandum submitted st 
the beginning of this congres­ 
sional session, McClellan said 
that "It is vital for the pro­ 
tection of tin? Individual worker, 
as well as for the economy of 
this nation, that increased at­ 
tention be paid to these wel­ 
fare arid {(elisions funds arid that 
they be sufficiently regulated to 
assu re their availability for the 
Intended beneficiaries. . ." 
While McClellan Is battling In 
the Senate, a coalition of Dem­ 
ocrats and Republicans will hit 
the sam eithem e--local union 


abuses--in the House. They'll 
be guided by none other than 
the 62-year-old Fred A. Hart­ 
ley, who wrote the original Taft - 
Hartley Act with the late Sen. 
Robert A. Taft. 
The robust Mr. Hartley, who' 
served in Congress from 1929 
to 1949, lives a country squire 
life now in Milford, N. J. His 
strategy will be to charge that 
repeal of the right-to-work se c­ 
tion of the Taft-Hartley law 
will force workers to join unions 
which will use their dues for 
political 
and 
philosophical 
causes and concepts which the 
employes oppose. 
The Hartley open shop forces* 
will 
agrue 
that 
despite the 
honesty of many national union 
leaders the latter can't control 
their 
local 
unions. 
In 
the 
counterattack against the na­ 
tion's labor leaders, the right- 
to-work bloc will heap statistics 
on the House floor 
showing 
growing local defiance of the 
top leadership—and a big In­ 
crease in strikes. 


Perhaps the most damaging 
attacks on the labor movement 
will spring from a recital of 
convictions and indictments of 
local labor leaders. Again the 
point will be made that the 
honesty of a national labor p re s ­ 
ident 
is no guarantee of his 
control of local unions on the 
Taft-Hartley front. 
The anti-repeal leaders sp e­ 
cifically will point to Chicago. 
There, for example, Clarence 
Jalas, powerful business man­ 
ager of the 
Moving Picture 
Operators Union, local I IO, has 
been Indicted on 25 counts of 
Taft-Hartley violations. 
He has been accused by a 
federal grand jury of 20 counts 
of receiving illegal gifts of 
money, notes, stock 
certifi­ 
cates, and services from a film 
company that had 
employed 
members of his union. There 
are scores of such indictments 
--and convictlons--on record. 
Whatever does come out of 
this final showdown in the Con­ 
gress over repeal of the states' 
rights to ban the union shop, 
the disclosure of local union 
abuses will be salutary. 
It will lie obvious that local 
unions no longer can be tol­ 
erated as local, Impregnable 
baronies. They owe a resjpon- 
slbllity to their me rn liers, their 
national movement, and the pub­ 
lic. 
And that sense of responsi­ 
bility must not remain am utter 
of personal whim.

settled over the Dominican Re­ 
public whore the Johnson ad­ 
ministration has tried to end 
tho revolution and so far has 
failed. 
F ir st, this b rief background 
on a courtry which lived l l 
yaars under a dictator and now 
has two ‘'presidents'*: 
From 1930 until his assassina­ 
tion In 1961 Gen. Rafael Trujillo 
was absolute dictator 
while 
those around him got rich In a 
land of poverty. There were, of 
course, 
no real 
political 
parties. 
After his death tho Domin­ 
icans struggled through four 
governments and then, In a free 
election, 
chose 
Juan 
Bosch 
president. 
He 
lasted 
seven 
months until he was thrown out 
In 1963 by the military which 
scrapped the constitution and 
set up a five-rn an Junta. 
Although 
the United 
States 
recognised this Junta, It lacked 
mass support and was heaved 
out In the revolution which be­ 
gan April 24. 
The military, 
defying the rebels, quickly set 
up another junta. 
Skipping over the intervening 
weeks, this Is the picture now; 
There are two warring fac­ 
tions, the five-man civilian- 
military Junta headed by Gen. 
Antonio 
Imbert 
Barrera 
as 
‘^resident" 
and 
the rebels 
headed 
by 
Col. 
Francisco 
Caamano Deno as “ president.” 
On April 28 President Johnson 
sent In Marines. At first he said 
they were there to save Ameri­ 
can lives; later he said they 
were there to prevent a take­ 
over by Communists who, he 
explained, controlled the revo­ 
lution. 
Then on the weekend of May 
15 he sent In his special adviser, 
McGeorge 
Bundy, 
a former 
Harvard dean, as his trouble­ 
shooter. Bundy 
returned 
to 
Washington Wednesday after IO 
days in the Dominican Repub­ 
lic. He hadn't solved anything. 
What he tried to do was get 
both sides to agree to a coalition 
government. To do this, the 
United States wanted the two 
leaders, Imbert and Caamano, 
to step down. But Imbert re­ 
fused. This was a blow to Bundy 
and johnson. 
The United States had not only 
supported the Imbert Junta- 


some 
say It was created at 
U. S. suggestion—but two weeks 
ago was considering recogniz­ 
ing It as tho government. 
But Im tvrt reportedly lacked 
m ass support and a week ago 
U. S. policy shifted support away 
from Im bert, urging that ho and 
Caamano both step aside. 
Caamano may have undergone 
a change, too, In th*' past he 
had said he would step down 
but Wednesday hi' told newsmen 
no agreem ent hail Iven reached 
on forming a coalition although, 
he said, his talks with Bundy 
had helped chances for a solu­ 
tion.

Bundy came home tv 
left the task of working out an 
agreem ent with both sides to 
Dr. Jose Mora, secretary-gen­

Organization of 
American States.

A nationwide television safe driving test was 
good in one respect. The pedestrian was re­ 
membered, however, slightly. 
Those, who 
saw the program, will recall 
a car approaching a bus stopped at an inter­ 
section presumably to discharge passengers 
and to receive others. 
The commentator mentioned the hazard of 
passengers alighting from the bus and crossing 
the intersection 
in the path of approaching 
cars. He urged motorists to slow their speeds 
in approaching the bus in anticipation of this 
development. 
In the safety field the pedestrian has become 
the forgotten man. There are so many mechanical 
and other problems connected with driving an 
automobile that the pedestrian is isolated rather 
than remembered. 
Even the otherwise excellent Missouri Driver’s 
Guide m isses an excellent opportunity to warn 
m otorists about 
infringing on the safety of 
pedestrians. 
This booklet is an exceptionally well illustrated 
document about safe driving practices and the 
importance of obeying traffic regulations. Every 
driver, both beginner and experienced, could 
profit by reading it. The booklet is available 
at Missouri car license bureaus. 
Most turning m otorists charge into pedes­ 
trians crossing the street on a green light as 
if the cars had the right-of-way. They don’t 
until the street is clear of pedestrians. Un­ 
fortunately almost all official highway safety 
publications, 
such as the M issouri Driver’s 
Guide, deal almost exclusively with one auto­ 
mobile driver’s rights as compared with an­ 
other’s. 
Every automobile driver has experienced the 
arrogance of truck drivers, who flaunt their 
superior armor. A truck driver will make an 
abrupt, perhaps even an unsignaled turn in front 
of other m otorists. He dares those in lighter 
vehicles to 
strike his heavier machine. He 
usually is safe in such a challenge. 
Many motorists do the same thing. They charge 
into pedestrians and dare them to cross the 
street ahead of them.

.MEMORIAL DAY 
Memorial Day, or Decoration Day, 
was 
originally observed to honor soldiers killed 
in the American Civil War. Today it honors 
all those who fell in defense of the republic. 
The American practice of burying its m ili­ 
tary dead in a proper and honorable manner 
,is without precedent in history except, perhaps, 
.the ancient Greek city-states which paid signal 
honors to their citizen soldiers slain in battle. 
| American military burial practices may be 
partially attributed to the extraordinary con­ 
ditions once encountered by the regular m ili­ 
tary establishment on the Indian border. The 
post commanders in those days were com­ 
pelled to bury all the dead of their garrison 
communities. 
On April 16, 1862, Congress authorized the 
president to purchase cem etery grounds to be 
used as a national cem etery. Thus led to the 
establishment in 
1864 of Arlington National 1 
Cemetery. Between 1862 and 1870 almost 300,- 
000 Union dead were laid to rest in 73 national 
cem eteries. The graves of soldiers who served 
in the Confederate states 
army were sub­ 
sequently marked at public cost by a distinctive 
frnarble slab. 
I his precedent was applied without question 
to the Spanish-American War, the Philippine 
Insurrection and the North China Expedition. 
The government further assumed another obliga­ 
tion in bringing back the dead from distant 
theatres of war. 
1 he return of World War I remains culminated 
With the entombment of the Unknown Soldier at 
Arlington National Cemetery on November 11, 
1921. 
Of approximately 79,000 World War I fatali­ 
ties, 46,520 were shipped to the United States. 
Of 360,812 World War II fatalities, 281,857 
were recovered. Of those recovered, slightly 
more than 96% were identified. The unknown 
dead in World War II number about 8,000. About 
171,000 bodies were shipped to the U. S. and 
about 
3,500 were shipped to next of kin in 
foreign countries for private burial. 
Of the 36,922 American fatalities in the Korean 
Conflict, 28,730 were returned to the U. S. Today 
the U. S. government affords perpetual care for 
approximately 850,000 graves of its military 
dead.

A YEAR AFTER NEHRU’S PASSING 
When Jawaharlal Nehru died on May 27, 1964, 
the London Daily Mail observed; “ He has gone 
at 
a crucial tim e, when the future of Asia 
could be decided by a struggle between the two 
rival system s represented by Communist China 
and democratic India; but that India today is 
powerful and modern enough to be the leader of 
one of these mighty factions is due almost

r,»*- . 
entirely to Nehru.” 
Today, a year after his death, India needs a 
Nehru almost as desperately as it needed him at 
any time during his life. The cease-fire with 
Pakistan over the Rann of K utchisonlya matter 
of expediency. Fighting could break out again 
whenever weather perm its. China still menaces 
the 
Indian border to the north. A potential 
Pakistani - Chinese front against India, though 
improbable, still causes concern. 
Meanwhile, grinding poverty continues to be a 
commonplace

so much so that Nehru’s 
successor, Prim e Minister Lai Bahadur Shastri, 
is shifting the emphasis on development from 
industrialization to full agricultural growth.

India’s voice 
in international forums no longer rings with im­ 
passioned idealism . 
The 
United States had extended more than 
S3.8 billion in loans and credit to India in the 
postwar years through June 1964, plus heavy 
direct aid. We are shipping in 600,000 tons of 
wheat a month, but even this has not been enough 
to feed the people or forestall food riots. Mean­ 
tim e, aid from the Soviet Union, not so mas­ 
sive, has been highly publicized. 
Shastri, who was asked to put off his visit 
to W ashington by President Johnson last month, 
arrived in Moscow on May 12 and promptly used 
the Kremlin as a forum to level som e implicit 
criticism against the United States. He praised 
the economic assistance the Soviet Union has 
given India and added that his country is steadi­ 
ly progressing toward a socialist society. And 
just to twist the knife, he asserted that both the 
Soviet Union and India are “ totally opposed” 
to the use of force for the settlem ent of inter­ 
national disputes.

A P--They keep a lonely vigil 
on a hot and dusty hill for a 
meeting with the enemy that 
may never come. 
They are the four officers and 
87 enlisted men of a 
U. S. 
M arines Hawk m issile battery. 
They are learning the hard 
way that war more often is b o r­ 
ing and monotonous than dan­ 
gerous or exciting, and that the 
thing you do most in any war is 
sim ply to wait. 
The job they have to do is to 
knock out of the sky with their 
ground-to-air m issiles any en ­ 
emy planes that threaten the 
huge Da Nang air base. 
The men have great confi­ 
dence in their weapon. In train ­ 
ing for their present m ission 
they found the Hawks effective in 
bringing down drone 
aircraft 
used as targets at their base on 
Okinawa. 
“ They'll knock the hell out of 
anything that can be sent against 
us over h ere ," said the battery 
com m ander, 
Capt. 
E verett 
Cowley, 33, Quincy, M ass. 
The batter, whose theme song 
is “ On Top of Old Dusty,»» 
is emplaned on the flat peak of 
one of the highest hills in the 
Da Nang area. The road up it is 
one long riv er of hubcap-deep 
dust. 
It isn't that way all year round, 
however. When the rainy se a ­ 
son starts the road will become 
a riv er of mud. 
The view from the top of Hill 
327, where the long slender 
Hawk m issiles nest in their 
launchers like poised hornets, 


is hauntingly beautiful. In one 
direction stretches the watery 
waste of the South China Sea 
over which white cloud towers 
float in slow and tim eless maj­ 
esty. Between the sea and the 
base of the hill lie the city of Da 
Nang and its vital air base. 
In the other direction lie a 
valley and rugged hills from 
whose green hell Marine patrols 
are tortuously and painstakingly 
flushing the 
tenacious 
Viet 
Cong. The loveliness of the hills 
hides the menace of the am ­ 
bushing enemy. 
The battery 's position con­ 
ceivably is vulnerable to m ortar 
attack. It is guarded by sand­ 
bags and barbed wire and 
a 
company of Marine infantry­ 
men. But the m issilem en them­ 
selves also pull sentry duty, 
man outpost holes, and pile up 
m ore sandbag barricades. 
The heart of the battery is its 
sm all, well - hidden command 
central. The darkened room is 
air-conditioned not so much for 
the com fort of the men as to 
protect the rad ar and electronic 
equipment with which the m is­ 
silem en keep a day and night 
watch of the sky. 
I asked Capt. Cowley if his 
men had had many interesting 
experiences. He smiled wryly 
and said. 
“ Well, once we saw a king 
cobra snake, and in six weeks 
we have plied up 50,000 sand­ 
bags. This job isn 't rom antic-- 
just scenic and necessary. We 
do feel that if the enemy does 
try to fly against us here we'll 
bring him down here "

Washington, D. C.:—The final 
showdown over legalizing the 
union shop throughout the U. S 
will come on the 
floor 
ot 
Congress early in July when 
the forces of two men of the 
Southwest clash with each other 
long and bitterly. 
This final conflict will come 
between Sen. John McClellan, 
who'll marshall the “ right to 
work” forces--and President 
Johnson himself. 
The Senator from Arkansas 
-will lose, but it won’t be for 
lack of trying or for lack of 
ammunition. 
The 
Senator's 
agrument 
against repeal of “ 14 (b)»» will 
be that the unions need tighter 
not looser laws. He'll bolster 
•this argument with public sen­ 
atorial hearings of his own com­ 
mittee into labor pension and 
welfare funds worth scores of 
hundreds of millions of dollars. 
For months now he has had 
teams of investigators probing 
small unions in New York,Chi­ 
cago and other Midwest cities. 
He believes he has found abuses 
in these funds, which hold any­ 
where from $3 to $15 million. 
In all there are 164,000 funds 
with a total of $75 billion grow­ 
ing at the rate of over $5 
billion a year. 
A vast section of those fan­ 
tastic pools of cash are operated 
by management through banks 
and insurance companies. But 
thousands of the pension groups 
are in the hands of unions.! 
Last year the Labor Dept, re­ 
ported 38 criminal violations 
Of the handling of such monies 
and sent the cases over to the 
Justice Dept. 
Just what Sen. McClellan*! 
teams have discovered few know 
because the Senator and his gen­ 
eral counsel, Jerry Adlerman, 
have been tight-lipped during 
any discussion of the inflow ing 
reports. 
In a memorandum submitted!! 
the beginning of this congres- 
eional session, McClellan said 
that “ It is vital for the pro* 
tection of the individual worker, 
as well as for the economy of 
this nation, that increased at­ 
tention be paid to these wel­ 
fare and pensions funds and that 
they lie sufficiently regulatedto 
assure their availability forth# 
Intended beneficiaries. . .*» 
While McClellan is battling hi 
the Senate, a coalition of Dem­ 
ocrats and Republicans will hit 
the sameitheme—local union 


abuses--in the House. They’ll 
be guided by none other than 
the 62-year-old Fred A. Hart­ 
ley, who wrote the original Taft- 
Hartley Act with the late Sen. 
Robert A. Taft. 
The robust Mr. Hartley, who' 
served in Congress from 1929 
to 1949, lives a country squire 
life now in Milford, N. J. His 
strategy will be to charge that 
repeal of the right-to-work sec­ 
tion of the Taft-Hartley law 
will force workers to join unions 
which will use their dues for 
political 
and 
philosophical 
causes and concepts which the 
employes oppose. 
The Hartley open shop forces' 
will 
agrue 
that 
despite the 
honesty of many national union 
leaders the latter can’t control 
their 
local 
unions. 
In 
the 
counterattack against the na­ 
tion’s labor leaders, the right- 
to-work bloc will heap statistics 
on the House floor 
showing 
growing local defiance of the 
top leadership—and a big in­ 
crease in strikes. 


Perhaps the most damaging 
attacks on the labor movement 
will spring from a recital of 
convictions and indictments of 
local labor leaders. Again the 
point will be made that the 
honesty of a national labor pres­ 
ident is no guarantee of his 
control of local unions on the 
Taft-Hartley front. 
The anti-repeal leaders spe­ 
cifically will point to Chicago. 
There, for example, Clarence 
Jalas, powerful business man­ 
ager of the Moving Picture 
Operators Union, local 110, has 
been indicted on 25 counts of 
Taft-Hartley violations. 
He has been accused by a 
federal grand Jury of 20 counts 
of receiving illegal gifts of 
money, notes, stock 
certifi­ 
cates, and services from a film 
company that had 
employed 
members of his union. There 
are scores of such Indictments 
--and convictions--on record. 
Whatever does come out of 
this final showdown in the Con­ 
gress over repeal of the states* 
rights to ban the union shop, 
the disclosure of local union 
abuses will be salutary. 
It will lie obvious that local 
unions no longer can be tol­ 
erated as local, Impregnable 
baronies. They owe a respon­ 
sibility to their members, their 
national movement, and the pub­ 
lic. 
And that sense of responsi­ 
bility must not remain a matter 
of personal whim.

A nationwide television safe driving test was 
good in one respect. The pedestrian was re ­ 
membered, however, slightly. 
Those, who saw the program, will recall 
a car approaching a bus stopped at an inter­ 
section presumably to discharge passengers 
and to receive others. 
The commentator mentioned the hazard of 
passengers alighting front the Inis and crossing 
the intersection in the path of approaching 
cars. He urged motorists to slow their speeds 
in approaching the bus in anticipation of this 
development. 
In the safety field the pedestrian has become 
the forgotten man. There are so many mechanical 
and other problems connected with driving an 
automobile that the pedestrian is isolated rather 
than remembered. 
Even the otherwise excellent Missouri Driver’s 
Guide misses an excellent opportunity to warn 
motorists about infringing on the safety of 
pedestrians. 
This booklet is an exceptionally well illustrated 
document about safe driving practices and the 
importance of obeying traffic regulations. Every 
driver, both beginner and experienced, could 
profit by reading it. The booklet is available 
at Missouri car license bureaus. 
Most turning motorists charge into pedes­ 
trians crossing the street on a green light as 
if the cars had the right-of-way. They don’t 
until the street is clear of pedestrians. Un­ 
fortunately almost all official highway safety 
publications, such as the Missouri Driver’s 
Guide, deal almost exclusively with one auto­ 
mobile driver’s rights as compared with an­ 
other’s. 
Every automobile driver has experienced the 
arrogance of truck drivers, who flaunt their 
superior arm or. A truck driver will make an 
abrupt, perhaps even an unsignaled turn in front 
of other motorists. He dares those in lighter 
vehicles to strike his heavier machine. He 
usually is safe in such a challenge.

.MEMORIAL DAY 
Memorial Day, or Decoration Day, 
was 
originally observed to honor soldiers killed 
in the American Civil War. Today it honors 
all those who fell in defense of the republic. 
The American practice of burying its mili­ 
tary dead in a proper and honorable manner 
'is without precedent in history except, perhaps, 
.the ancient Greek city-states which paid signal 
honors to their citizen soldiers slain in battle, 
t American military burial practices may be 
partially attributed to the extraordinary con­ 
ditions once encountered by the regular mili­ 
tary establishment on the Indian border. The 
post commanders in those days were com­ 
pelled to bury all the dead of their garrison 
communities. 
On April 16, 1862, Congress authorized the 
president to purchase cemetery grounds to be 
used as a national cemetery. Thus led to the 
establishment in 1864 of Arlington National 
Cemetery. Between 1862 and 1870 almost 300,- 
000 Union dead were laid to rest in 73 national 
cem eteries. The graves of soldiers who served 
in the Confederate states 
army were sub­ 
sequently marked at public cost by a distinctive 
frnarble slab. 
;■ This precedent was applied without question 
to the Spanish-American War, the Philippine 
Insurrection and the North China Expedition. 
The government further assumed another obliga­ 
tion in bringing back the dead from distant 
theatres of war. 
The return of World W ar I remains culminated 
with the entombment of the Unknown Soldier at 
Arlington National Cemetery on November 11, 
1921. 
Of approximately 79,000 World War I fatali­ 
ties, 46,520 were shipped to the United States. 
Of 360,812 World War II fatalities, 281,857 
were recovered. Of those recovered, slightly 
more than 96% were identified. The unknown 
dead in World War II number about 8,000. About 
171,000 bodies were shipped to the U. S. and 
about 
3,500 were shipped to next of kin 
foreign countries for private burial. 
Of the 36,922 American fatalities in the Korean 
Conflict, 28,730 were returned to the U. S. Today 
the U. S. government affords perpetual care for 
approximately 850,000 graves of its military 
dead. 
* * * 
A YEAR AFTER NEHRU’S PASSING 
When Jawaharlal Nehru died on May 27, 1964, 
the London Daily Mail observed: “ He has gone 
at a crucial time, when the future of Asia 
could be decided by a struggle between the two 
rival systems represented by Communist China 
and democratic India; but that India today is 
powerful and modern enough to be the leader of 
one of these mighty factions is due almost 


entirely to Nehru.” 
Today, a year after his death, India needs a 
Nehru almost as desperately as it needed him at 
am time during his life. The cease-fire with 
Pakistan o \e r the Rann of Kutchisonlya matter 
of expediency. Fighting could break out again 
whenever weather perm its. China still menaces 
the Indian border to the north. A potential 
Pakistani - Chinese front against India, though 
improbable, still causes concern. 
Meanwhile, grinding poverty continues to be a 
commonplace -- so much so that Nehru’s 
successor, Prim e Minister Lai Bahadur Shastri, 
is shifting the emphasis on development from 
industrialization to full agricultural growth. 
While Nehru was an international figure, Shastri 
seems almost a pedestrian sort. India’s voice 
in international forums no longer rings w ith im­ 
passioned idealism. 
The United States had extended more than 
S3.8 billion in loans and credit to India in the 
postwar years through June 1964, plus heavy 
direct aid. We are shipping in 600,000 tons of 
wheat a month, but even this has not been enough 
to feed the people or forestall food riots. Mean­ 
time, aid from the Soviet Union, not so mas­ 
sive, has been highly publicized. 
Shastri, who was asked to put off his visit 
to Washington by President Johnson last month, 
arrived in Moscow on May 12 and promptly used 
the Kremlin as a forum to level some implicit 
criticism against the United States. He praised 
the economic assistance the Soviet Union has 
given India and added that his country is steadi­ 
ly progressing toward a socialist society. And 
just to twist the knife, he asserted that both the 
Soviet Union and India are “ totally opposed” 
to the use of force for the settlement of inter­ 
national disputes.

HILL 327, South Viet Nam 
AP--They keep a lonely vigil 
on a hot and dusty hill for a 
meeting with the enemy that 
may never come. 
They are the four officers and 
87 enlisted men of a 
U. S. 
Marines Hawk missile battery. 
They are learning the hard 
way that war more often is bor­ 
ing and monotonous than dan­ 
gerous or exciting, and that the 
thing you do most in any war is 
simply to wait. 
The job they have to do is to 
knock out of the sky with their 
ground-to-air m issiles any en­ 
emy planes that threaten the 
huge Da Nang air base. 
The men have great confi­ 
dence in their weapon. In train­ 
ing for their present mission 
they found the Hawks effective in 
bringing down drone 
aircraft 
used as targets at their base on 
Okinawa. 
‘'They’ll knock the hell out of 
anything that can be sent against 
us over here,” said the battery 
commander, 
Capt. 
Everett 
Cowley, 33, Quincy, Mass. 
The batter, whose theme song 
is “ On Top of Old Dusty,” 
is emplaced on the flat peak of 
one of the highest hills in the 
Da Nang area. The road up it is 
one long river of hubcap-deep 
dust. 
It isn’t that way all year round, 
however. When the rainy sea­ 
son starts the road will become 
a river of mud. 
The view from the top of Hill 
327, where the long slender 
Hawk m issiles nest in their 
launchers like poised hornets, 


is hauntingly beautiful. In one 
direction stretches the watery 
waste of the South China Sea 
over which white cloud towers 
float in slow and timeless maj­ 
esty. Between the sea and the 
base of the hill lie the city of Da 
Nang and its vital air base. 
In the other direction lie a 
valley and rugged hills from 
whose green hell Marine patrols 
are tortuously and painstakingly 
flushing the 
tenacious 
Viet 
Cong. The loveliness of the hills 
hides the menace of the am ­ 
bushing enemy. 
The battery’s position con­ 
ceivably is vulnerable to mortar 
attack. It is guarded by sand­ 
bags and barbed wire and 
a 
company of Marine infantry­ 
men. But the missilemen them­ 
selves also pull sentry duty, 
man outpost holes, and pile up 
more sandbag barricades. 
The heart of the battery is its 
sm all, well - hidden command 
central. The darkened room is 
air-conditioned not so much for 
the comfort of the men as to 
protect the radar and electronic 
equipment with which the m is­ 
silemen keep a day and night 
watch of the sky. 
I asked Capt. Cowley if his 
men had had many interesting 
experiences. He smiled wryly 
and said. 
“ Well, once we saw a king 
cobra snake, and in six weeks 
we have piled up 50,000 sand­ 
bags. This job isn’t romantic— 
just scenic and necessary. We 
do feel that if the enemy does 
try to fly against us here we'll 
bring him down here ”

Sen. 
McClellan 
Will Lead 
Right-To-Work Forces In Final 
Showdown Early in July. 
Washington, D. C.:—The final 
showdown over legalizing the 
union shop throughout the U. S 
will come on the 
floor 
ot 
Congress early In July when 
the forces of two men of the 
Southwest clash with each other 
long and bitterly. 
This final conflict will come 
between Sen. John McClellan, 
who’ll marshall the “ right to 
work” forces--and President 
Johnson himself. 
The Senator from Arkansas 
-will lose, but it won’t be for 
lack of trying or for lack of 
ammunition. 
The 
Senator's 
agrument 
against repeal of “ 14 (b)** will 
be that the unions need tighter 
not looser laws. He'll bolster 
«this argument with public sen­ 
atorial hearings of his own com­ 
mittee into labor pension and 
welfare funds worth scores of 
hundreds of millions of dollars. 
For months now he has had 
teams of investigators probing 
small unions in New York,Chi­ 
cago and other Midwest cities. 
He believes he has found abuses 
in these funds, which hold any­ 
where from $3 to $15 million. 
In all there are 104,000 funds 
with a total of $75 billion grow­ 
ing at the rate of over $5 
billion a year. 
A vast 
section of these fan­ 
tastic pools of cash are operated 
by management through banks 
end insurance companies. But 
thousands of the pension groupe 
ere in the hands of unions.! 
Last year the Labor Dept, re ­ 
ported 38 criminal violations 
Of the handling of such monies 
end sent the cases over to the 
Justice Dept. 
Just what Sen. McClellan** 
team s have discovered few know 
because the Senator and his gen­ 
eral counsel, Jerry Adlerman, 
have been tight-lipped during 
any discussion of the inflowing 
reports. 
In a memorandum subm ittedti 
the beginning of this congres» 
elonal session, McClellan said 
that “ It is vital for the pro­ 
tection of the Individual worker, 
as well as for the economy of 
this nation, that increased at­ 
tention be paid to these wel­ 
fare and pensions funds and that 
they be sufficiently regulatedto 
assure their availability for the 
Intended beneficiaries. . .’* 
While McClellan is battling In 
the Senate, a coalition of Dem* 
ocrats and Republicans will hit 
the sam ejthem e—local union 


abuses--in the House. They'll 
be guided by none other than 
the 62-year-old Fred A. Hart­ 
ley, who wrote the original Taft- 
Hartley Act with the late Sen. 
Robert A. Taft. 
The robust Mr. Hartley, who' 
served In Congress from 1929 
to 1949, lives a country squire 
life now in Milford, N. J. His 
strategy will be to charge that 
repeal of the right-to-work sec­ 
tion of the Taft-Hartley law 
will force workers to join unions 
which will use their dues for 
political 
and 
philosophical 
causes and concepts which the 
employes oppose. 
The Hartley open shop forces' 
will 
agrue 
that 
despite the 
honesty of many national union 
leaders the latter can't control 
their 
local 
unions. 
In 
the 
counterattack against the na­ 
tion’s labor leaders, the right- 
to-work bloc will heap statistics 
on the House floor 
showing 
growing local defiance of the 
top leadership--and a big In­ 
crease In strikes. 


Perhaps the most damaging 
attacks on the labor movement 
will spring from a recital of 
convictions and indictments of 
local labor leaders. Again the 
point will be made that the 
honesty of a national labor pres­ 
ident is no guarantee of his 
control of local unions on the 
Taft-Hartley front. 
The anti-repeal leaders spe­ 
cifically will point to Chicago. 
There, for example, Clarence 
Jalas, powerful business man­ 
ager of the Moving Picture 
Operators Union, local 110, has 
been indicted on 25 counts of 
Taft-Hartley violations. 
He has been accused by a 
federal grand jury of 20 counts 
of receiving illegal gifts of 
money, notes, stock 
certifi­ 
cates, and services from a film 
company that had 
employed 
members of his union. There 
are scores of such indictments 
--and convictlons--on record. 
Whatever does come out of 
this final showdown in the Con­ 
gress over repeal of the states' 
rights to ban the union shop, 
the disclosure of local union 
abuses will be salutary. 
It will l)e obvious that local 
unions no longer can be tol­ 
erated as local, Impregnable 
baronies. They owe a respon­ 
sibility to their members, their 
national movement, and the pub­ 
lic. 
And that sense of responsi­ 
bility must not remain a m atter 
of personal whim.

him, 
Amt>assador Julio 
Sanjines, 
is a

Bo­ 
livian. To help the long-de­ 
pressed Indian population of 
his country, he gave away one 
million acres of his land for 
Indian resettlement. 
Further­ 
more, Sanjines did this while 
in exile and at odds with the 
now deposed President 
Paz' 
Estensorro. 
—U.S. EDUCATED— 
Ambassador 
Sanjines 
was 
educated at Iowa State and West 
-Point. 
In Bolivia he put the- 
Army to work at such nonmili­ 
tary 
projects as irrigation, 
well-drilling and health, instead 
of politics. Though exiled for a 
time by the “ national revolu­ 
tionary 
movement,” 
he 
be-, 
lieves in their policies 
— 
namely, higher taxes for the 
wealthy and dividing up the land 
to put the Indian population on 
the land. 
The new President of Bolivia, 
Gen. Rene Barrientos Ortuno, 
got his training at Randolph and 
Kelly Fields with the U-S.Air 
Force, is also a believer in the 
fundamentals of “ national revo­ 
lution.” 
He has also carried the quar­ 
rel of ex-President Paz with 
Vice President Juan Lechinone 
step further. Lechin, 
some­ 
times called the “ John L . Lew­ 
is” of the Bolivian tin miners, 
had incurred the ire of pro­ 
labor President Paz by lead­ 
ing frequent strikes in the tin 
mines, thereby pricing Bolivi­ 
an tin almost out of the world 
market.

AP — “ Tell them not to call 
us kids; we don’t feel like kids 
any more,” a rangy 18-year- 
old Marine said.

had Just suffered one killed and 
four wounded at the hands of 
the Viet Cong in one action. 
The Marines here are for the 
most part young in terms of 
age. But old timers feel that 
combat patrols against the Viet 
Cong have added maturity. 
Lance Cpl. Marvin Shirey, 19, _ 
'leads a three-man fire team. He" 
is the only man of the original 
unit who has not been hit. One 
died with a bullet in his heart. 
The second was shot in the 
stomach. 
The rangy, Jacksonville, Tex., 
Marine said, “It isn’t bad luck, 
they were just In the wrong 
place at the Wrong time. And 
we got some of them (the Viet 
Cong)." 
Staff 
Sgt. Danny Thomas, 
Chester. 111., 
3rd Platoon’s 
sergeant, commented: 
“The 
third oldest man In the platoon 
is 23. But since we got some 
action, the men have taken on a 
new look. They’re older some­ 
how. 
“For the casualties we've tak­ 


en, morale is good,” he added. 
Echo 
Company, 
which 
in­ 
cludes Shirley’s and Thomas* 
Platoon, has counted one dead 
and nine wounded in Initial U.S. 
Marine clashes with the Viet 
Cong. 
Although well-indoctrinated on 
what to expect in Viet 
Nam, 
some of the Marines are finding 
it tough to adapt themselves to 
guerrilla warfare her»'. So far 
there has been no hard contact 
with a large Viet Cong force 
_and casualties have come from, 
snipers and booby traps. One 
Marine was shot in the side 
with an arrow. 
“ Everyone is teed off that we 
can't get them into the open 
and have it out,** one private 
first class said. 
Older Marines express pride 
in the way the newer men han­ 
dle themselves. Echo Company 
1st Sgt. William Baird, Corpus 
Chrlstl, Tex., said: 
“ They are as good now as the 
Marines of 
20 
years ago. 
There's no way around it, you. 
can’t take It away from the 
young ones. You've got to ad­ 
mire them.*’ 
Baird Is a veteran of World 
War n and Korea.

For all these reasons, the 
situation differs widely from 
state to state and is highly 
fluid. In the Connecticut case, 
a far-reaching decision by the 
U ^.

restrictive legislation in 
time. An adverse decision would 
leave the picture blurred and 
make clinics dependent on po­ 
litical climates. 
Family • planning advocates 
are therefore attending to their 
local problems while keeping a 
watchful eye on the Supreme 
Court.

The new money from the tax 
cut and the more generous i<ay- 
merits to the growing number of 
retired Is counted upon to boost 
consumer spending. 
Government spending Is going 
up, too. Some see more defense 
outlays In the making.

ripe for expansion. 
Federal debt is due for anoth­ 
er rise. It is now $316 billion 
but the Treasury says It will 
be $326 billion a year from now.

recognized this junta, it lacked 
mass support and was heaved 
out In the revolution which be­ 
gan April 24. 
The military, 
defying the rebels, quickly set 
up another junta. 
Skipping over the intervening 
weeks, this is the picture now; 
There are two warring fac­ 
tions, the five-man civilian- 
military junta headed by Gen. 
Antonio Imbert B arrera 
as 
•^president” and the rebels 
headed 
by 
Col. 
Francisco 
Caamano Deno as “ president.” 
On April 28 President Johnson 
sent In Marines. At first he said 
they were there to save Ameri­ 
can lives; later he said they 
were there to prevent a take­ 
over by Communists who, he 
explained, controlled the revo­ 
lution. 
Hien on the weekend of May 
15 he sent in his special adviser, 
McGeorge 
Bundy, 
a former 
Harvard dean, as his trouble­ 
shooter. Bundy 
returned to 
Washington Wednesday after 10 
days in the Dominican Repute 
lie. He hadn't solved anything. 
What he tried to do was get 
both sides to agree to a coalition 
government. To do this, the 
United States wanted the two 
leaders, Imbert and Caamano, 
to step down. But Imbert re­ 
fused. This was a blow to Bundy 
and Johnson. 
The United States had not only 
supported the Imbert ju n ta - 


some say It was created at 
U. S. suggestion—but two weeks 
ago was considering recogniz­ 
ing it as the government. 
But Imbert reportedly lacked 
mass support and a week ago 
U. S. policy shifted support away 
from Imbert, urging that he and 
Caamano both step aside. 
Caamano may have undergone 
a change, too. In the past ho 
had said he would step down 
but Wednesday he told newsmen 
no agreement had Ivon reached 
on forming a coalition although, 
he said, his talks with Bundy 
had helped chances for a solu­ 
tion. 
When Bundy came home he 
left the task of working out an 
agreement with both sides to 
Dr. Jose Mora, secretary-gen­ 
eral 
of the 
Organization of 
American States. 
Meanwhile, the OAS had voted 
14 to 4 to send in a Latin- 
Amertcan peacekeeping force 
with troops from five countries, 
about 2,000 in all. As they move 
in the United States will with­ 
draw about 1,700 of its 21,000 
troops. 
The U. S. ambassador to the 
OAS, Ellsworth Bunker, seems 
to see great things in store for 
the idea of an OAS peace­ 
keeping force. This was the first 
time Latln-American countries 
had ever agreed to anything like 
this. 
He called it a "historic ac­ 
tion,” hoped it would become a 
precedent for a permanent hem­ 
isphere peacekeeping force.
